MONITOR TERROR. 


A Well-named Engine of War 
in Commission, 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) : 
NEW YORK, April 16.—The monitor 
Terror has been put in commission by 
Commander Terry, acting command- 
ant of the navy yard. The Terror, a 
formidable addition to the harbor-de- 
fense ships of the navy, is a low, free- 
board monitor of 1600 horsepower, 
‘which will give her, it is expected, a 
speed of 12 knots. She has two steel 
barbettes and carries two 10-inch guns 
in each turret. She has also two six- 
pounders, two three-poynders, and 
two 37-millimetre revolving 
Her side armor is thirteen 
thick. Her dimengions are: 
250 feet, 6 inches; beam, 55 
mehes; mean ,draught, 14 feet, 6 
inches. She has twin screws, in- 
clined, compound engines. The keel,

WASHINGTON O. C.,) April 16.— 
(Special Dispatch.) The San Pedro and 
Santa Monica delegations have arrived. 
The Santa Monica delegates went at 


once to the Normandie, Huntington’s | 


hotel. San Pedro’s headquarters are at 
the Shoreham. At the former’s invita- 
tion, the latter called upon them to con- 
sider a proposition of compromise, 
which proved to be no compromise at 
all, but only a reiteration of the plan to 
allow an inner harbor at San Pedro 
and a deep-sea harbor at Santa Monica. 
Hatch, Cole, Mitchell, Slauson and 
Lankershim returned to Huntington’s. 
room and reported, remaining in consul- 
tation an hour. At midnight Hunting- 
ton went to their rooms for another 
conference. After receiving instruc- 
tions from Hufitington, the delegates 
retired.. The fight before the commit- 
tee will open at 10:30 o’clock in the 
morning. Gen, Craighill, Maj. Ed- 
wards and Col. Haines, who reported 
favorably on the San Pedro project, 
will be heard, as win Huntington’s en- 
gineers. Then the free-harbor people 
will speak, probably Stephens first, 
Hawgood, Patterson and Hazard; time 
Unlimited. .. 

Mitchell will start the ball for Santa 
Monica; then Cole, Slauson and Lan- 
kershim. Both sides are firm, the free- 
‘harbor advocates for San Pedro alone 
or nothing; the Santa Monica attor- 
neys for restoring. both appropriations.

bond issues was taken up in the Senate 
today, and Senator Hill made a sensa- 
tional and dramatic speech in opposi- 
tion. The New York Senator defendea 
Secretary Carlisle and his administra-- 
tion of the treasury against loose in- 
sinuations of irregularity, and showed 
the prevalence of charges of this char- 
acter by presenting and reading in full 
the charges made by Senator Chandler 
against the friends of McKinley, that 
a levy of money was being made on 
protected industries in behalf of Mr. 
McKinley’s candidacy for the Presi- 
dency. 

As a further evidence of the preva- 
lence of the charges, Semator Hill spoke 
of the sugar investigation, where, he 
said, one Senator, referring to Mr. 
Quay, had frankly admitted that he 
had bought sugar stock and had a 
right to buy it. and today that Sena- 
tor was the favorite son of the leading 
Republican State as candidate for the 
Presidency. In the course of his speech 
Senator Hill disclaimed that he had au- 
thority to.speak for the administra- 
tion in opposition to this investiga- 
tion. The speech will be continued to- 
morrow. 

The early part of the day was given 
to Senator Gray’s speech on the Du:

Mr. Blue's fight against the re- 
appointment of Gen. W. B. Franklin 
as a member of the board of managers 
of the National Home for Disabled Vol- 
unteers, which was the feature of the 
proceedings in the House yesterday, 
terminated unsuccessfully today, when 
his amendment to substitute the name 
of Gen. O. O. Howard for that of 
Gen: Franklin was rejected by 61 to 149.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—SENATE. 
The Peffer resolution for the investi- 
gation of the bond sales was. laid be- 
fore the Senate and a struggle for pre- 
cedence occurred, Senators Cullom, Al- 
lison and Hale urging the appropria- 
tion bills. It was finally determined to 
consider the bond resolution, 
Senator Hill addressed the Senate in 
opposition to the bond resolution. 3 
“This is a resolution by Populists,” 
declared he, and is properly urged by 
the Senator from Kansas (Mr. Peffer.) 
It has its inspiratidn in the Populist 
arty. It has tts inspiration in the 
opulistic opposition to all bonds.“ 
enator Hill said the resolution was 
presented. without formal charges, 
without specifications, without allega- 
tions of wrong-doing, irregularity or 
corruption. It was a mere cohcession 
to public curiosity. It was a flasco. It 
was belittling to the Senate that it 
should at ‘this time seek to cast doubt as 
to the action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury in issuing bonds, The farm- 
‘ers of the Senate—the Senators from 
Kansas (Mr. Peffer,) from Nebraska 
(Mr. Allen,) from South Carolina (Mr, 
Tillman)—these farmers had asserted 
‘that the farmers denied authority to 
| issue bonds. He insisted the Senate 


could not go into the private affairs of

“What Senator dare rise in his place, 
asked Senator Hill; and utter the slan- 
der that the Secretary of the Treasury or 
some of his subordinates have received 
compensation or reward?

differ with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and 1 differ with him at times, 
must they drag in an insinuation of dis-

Senator Hill said such a resolution 
would carry an insinuation against the 
Kansas Senaton Senator Hill declared 
the courts were open if any wrong had 
been done on a bond issue. 7 

Senator Alen interrupted, remarking 
that the subject seemed to make Sena- 
tor Hill “as mad as a massasauga in 
August.” He said the New York Sena- 
tor knew perfectly well that a suit-at- 
law against the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was not permissible under the law. 

On the contrary, I will assert and 
show,” exclaimed Senator Hill, “that 
this resolution is in aid of a speculative 
lawsuit; that the suit was instituted in 
the courts here on the very day when it 
was expected this debate was to begin 
Senate.“ 

enator Hill went on to ask why the 
authors of this resolution, if they really 
believed their insinuations, did not pro- 
hose impeachment. Instead of an in- 
vestigation, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury should have a vote of thanks in the 
Senate for sustaining the credit of the 
government. 

Senator Stewart interrupted fre- 
quently, and at last asked: Is the ad- 
ministration opposed to this investi- 
gation?” 

“I am not authorized to speak for the 
administration,” replied Senator Hill, 
in ringing tones. “I oppose these reso- 
lutions because they embrace foolish, 
unworthy propositions. I would oppose 
them whether a Republican or a. Demo- 


cratic Secretary was involved.” 


Before he got through, Senator Hill 
went on, he would examine other low, 
contemptible investigations and charges 
made against other Secretaries of the 
Treasury, and which had fallen to the 
ground. He would speak of the course 
of men who had accused the then Sec- 
re of the Treasury, now sitting 
there (point to Mr. Sherman,) with 
accusations which, in the light of his- 
tory, were weak and thin, and dissi- 
pated. Senator Hill arraigned the Popu- 
list Senators in scathing terms. He 
described them as the “Tailors of Toole 
street, who got together and solemnly 
said: “We are the people of England.“ 
He characterized them as “deserters” 
from the old parties who had “pooled 
their grievances.” They had offered 
their votes for safe, or rather for ex- 
change on the tariff question, when it 
came here. They are men of no fixed 
ideas, said he. They are the advocates 
of discord and scan The Populist 
party thrives on scandal. Their main 
purpose is to throw mud at the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties, “and 
the time has come,” deelared Senator 
Hill, “for the old parties to make com- 
mon cause against these men.“ 

The Senator caused amusement by 
reading a letter he had received from 
Mitssis iasking him to have the Sen- 
ate investigate the loss of a silver dol- 

ar sent in the mail. The writer said, 
in the course of the letters I am in 
favor of pou for President in 1886.“ 
ripple of applause in th ries an 
the Senator added jocularly: That 
man has common sense.“ The letter 
proceeded: “But I am opposed to the 
election of Grover Cleveland in 1896,” 
and there was another ripple in the 
galleries. 

At this point Senator Hill exploded a 
distinct sensation. He said the preva- 
lence of charges of irregularity and 
‘wrong was shown by the recent public 
allegations of Senator Chandler, that 
the friends of McKinley were conduct- 
ing a “gold campaign.” Senator Hill 
said he had nothing to say against Mc- 
Kinley. He admired him for his cour- 
age. He says he is a candidate, instead 
of saying he is in the hands of his 
friends.“ Senator Hill's experience was, 
he said, that a man who started “ in 
the hands of his friends,” wound up 
the hands of the enemy.“ . 

A had supposed Mr. McKinley was 
making an honorable convass,” pro- 
ceeded Senator Hill, until I read the 
Chandler statement.” 

The Chandler charges Were sent to 
the desk and read in full. 

Senator Chandler sat on the Repub- 
Yican side, smiling as the reading pro- 
ceeded. After the reading had been 
concluded, Senator Hill went on: 
“These charges had been made,” he 
said. ‘“‘No answer had been submitted 
to the serious accusations of Mr. Chand- 
ler. Reflections on his motives were no 
answer to the charges. Why was there 
not an investigation? 

„Here are charges of a corrupt use 
of money to buy up a Presidential 
nomination,’’ exclaimed Senator Hill. 
“Here are charges of a levy on the pro- 
tected interests to secure a platform 
in accordance with their desires, but 
no Senator, not even the Senator from 
Kansas, asks for an investigation. 
Here is an offense against the fran- 
chise, a stab at our institutions, when 
it is charged that $250,000 has been 
raised to secure the nomination for the 
Presidency, and yet no investigation is 
proposed. Let the Chandler charges be 
investigated, too. Let us do it now, be- 
fore the heat of the political campaign 
comes on.” 

Senator Hill passed to the sugar in- 
vestigation and ridiculed its results. 
One Senator had the courage to sdy 
to the investigating committee; yes, he 
had dealt in sugar. Did it hurt him?” 
asked Senator Hill. “No; today he is 
the candidate and favorite son of the 
leading Republican State of the Union 
for the Presidency, with a host of 
friends and supporters.” 

After ridiculing the fruitless investi- 
gation, Senator Hill, at 5 o’clock, said 
he would yield, expecting to go on to- 
morrow.

On 
yesterday’s vote the Bradley men had 
a majority of 91 out of a total vote of 
1575. 

At 9:50 o’clock the chairman an- 
nounced the first business in order was 
the report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, The committee was not ready. 
Judge O. S. Deming and Samuel Cash 
were chosen electors-at-iarge. 

The Resolutions Committee then 
presented a report. The declaration 
against free silver caused a great dem- 
onstration of approval. There was 
even greater cheering, however, when 
the resoltion was read declaring Brad- 
ley the choice of the convention for 
President, and directing the delegates 
to cast their votes for McKinley if 
Bradley was withdrawn. The platform 
was adopted without opposition. It 1s 
an empty victory for the Bradley men, 
whose plan has been to give the dele- 
gates straight instructions. The Mc- 
Kinley men are jubilant over their suc- 
cess in forcing recognition from the 
faction which controlled the conven- 
tion from the outset. 

The money plank of the convention 
is as follows: ;

aa R. Burnam, one of the original Mc-

How to Care for Fowls. 

Here is the stumbling-block over 
which nine-tenths of the amateurs fall, 
writes O. E. Skinner in the San Fran- 
cisco Call. They start with the full de- 


termination that everything will be 


kept in order, at least as far as sanitary 
condition is concerned. But by and by 
they neglect cleaning the houses and 
then locking after the lice, next the 
grit to ald in digestion, and so on along 
down the line. Their fowls die and 


then they exclaim, Plague the poultry 


and the poultry business, there is no 
money in it anyway.” 

Any. business goes by default if not 
properly managed. I say that poultry 
pays much better even than ever. be- 
fore—better than any other business in 
comparison with years in the past. I 
will prove it right here. For illustra- 
tion: Fourteen years ago in this mar- 
ket wheat was $1.40 per bushel and 
poultry 3 to 4 cents. Last fall wheat 
was 35 to 50 cents, poultry 6 cents. Then 
you got about eight pounds of granu- 
lated. sugar for $1, now seventeen. All 
other products of the farm and market 
have fallen 100 per cent., or nearly so, 
and eggs probably 25 per cent. on a 
basis of a year’s production, | 

Here we have 800 fowls, young and 
old. I rarely have a sick hen. Our feed 
is: First course early in the morning, a 
few baskets of Kaffir corn thrown in 
straw to get them to exercise them- 
selves, while I am heating water to get 
their warm morning meal ready. Sec- 
ond.course is a hot mash, consisting of 
half or more bran for old fowls, mixed 
with ground corn, wheat and oats. The 
ground grain I have half corn and the 
other half wheat and oats. I feed my. 
meat in various forms in this mash, 
about three times a week in fall and’ 
winter and once or twice in summer. 
By mixing the meat ground up with 
this mash, it obscures it so the greedy 
fowls do not get more than their share 
and thus be overfed. I remember the 
first winter I fed meat, I fed it by itself, 
and the result was that 1 lost several 
fowls by overeating it in their greed to 
get it. Having windpower, I make all 
my own feed and ‘run fhe bone mill 
with it. 

The third course of feed is fed at 
night and consists of half and half 
whole wheat and cracked corn. I am 
one that. does not believe in stuffing the | 
birds at night. By not feeding the main 
morning meal so early. they get lots of 
exercise: You will see them hunting 
busily for every stray grain or little 
bits of cracked corn they overlooked 
the night before, and since usirg 
cracked corn and feeding lighter a 
night I have fewer cases of cropbou 4 
or indigestion.

ANTI-KNOCKOUT DEVICE. 


An Astonishing Tra ation of 
Pugilism—Due to Bob Frazer. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHIGAGO, April 16—Boxing made 
as harmless as top-spinning or any 
other child’s game, the manly art of 
self-defense. reduced to punching-bag 
exercise—this astonishing transforma- 
tion of pugilism was illustrated in this 
city last evening, The new scheme for 
making blows harmless consists of a 
“vest of padded material and a mask 
for the jaw and nose. It is so built 
that even the most heavily-landed 
blows seem to the wearer like a gentle 
tapping, and a person provided with 
the device is practically invulnerable 
against a knockout. 

Bob Frazer, a local boxer, is the in- 
ventor. He completed this new suit of 
his invention three days ago. Besides 
the protection afforded the “wearer is 
an electrical registering device to count 
the number of blows struck. This will 
result in making sparring a contest for 
points, in which no refereee is needed 
to give the decision. When a vulner- 
able point is struck a stiff spring 
compressed, an electrical .contact is 
made, a small bell makes a single 
stroke and the register counts one. The 
batteries, wires, register and bell are 
all fitted in the back of the suit, and 
are extremely light. Only punishing 
blows are made to count. 

Last evening Frazer donned his suit 
for a go with J. J. Corbett. The big 
man chased his-little antagonist about 
the stage, delivering blows with both 
hands until the register on the back of 
Frazer's suit indicated 109 blows. Fra- 
zer’s score was about six. After the 
trial the champion expressed himself as 
astonished and delighted with the in- 
vention, and said it would prove a great 
benefit to the art of boxing. A person 
equipped with it would be practically 
secure against a knockout, even against 
a far superior antagonist. | |

ELECTRICAL FIELD, 


A DANGEROUS AND DEADLY ELEC- 
TRICAL AERIAL TORPEDO. 


| Amnealing Wire Rods by Electricity. 
Electric Hand Lamps—Experi- 
mentation that Counts—Lighting 
Jute Mills in India, etc. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, April 11.—The aim of 
modern military engineers is to pro- 
duce devices which will shorten wars, 
and some of thé schemes now submitted 
to military authorities in this country 
and Europe, are appalling in their pos- 
sibilities of destruction. Hiram Maxim 
has predicted that the next great war 
will see the introduction of a new and 
irresistible method of destroying armies 
or beleaguered cities. A balloon car- 
rying a ton of dynamite could be made 
to rise to a great height, and the drop- 
ping of the dynamite would wipe out 
an army, or raze a large area of a city 
to the ground. A variant of this idea 
has been designed by an electrical en- 
gineer in the shape of an aerial torpedo. 
This consists of an small gas-filled bal- 
loon, capable of sustaining for any 
length of time from thirty to forty 
pounds at an elevation of from 500 to 
1000 feet above the earth. It carries 
a metal cylinder, containing an elec- 
trical device, the purpose of which is 
to ignite the gas in the balloon at any 
stated period. From the balloon is sus- 


Sives, which will explode with terriffic 
force on striking a hard substance, like 
the earth or walled embankments. The 


a large number can be carried by a few 
men, or a pack animal. Light metal cyl- 
inders contain the gas for inflation, 
enough being compressed in one cylinder 
for a number of torpedoes. The inventor 
claims that the handling of the tor- 
pedo is so easy and simple that a cor- 
poral’s guard can accomplish by its 
means what would now require the 
operation of a large force. All that 
is necessary is to approach as near as 
possible to the enemy’s lines, and to 
ascertain the direction and velocity of 
the lower air current. The length of 
time it would take the air current to 
carry the torpedo over the objective 
point could be thus ascertained, and 
the electrical device set at the proper 
minute. The balloon part is then in- 
fiated, and the torpedo is launched on 
the air current. As Soon as the time 
at which the electrical device has been

Passing on its way, the red hot rod is 
fed to a set of rollers, by means of 
which every portion of it is bent, and 
the scale is loosened. The rod is then 
passed through wire brushes and other 
cleaning apparatus, from which it comes 
out a pure, soft wire, ready for draw- 
ing. When necessary, the rod, after be- 
ing heated by the current, may be 
passed through rollers to reduce its 
diameter, and thus labor and expense 
will be saved. This process can, 
course, be repeated whenever through 
the application of the drawing-block 
the rod has become too brittle. This 
method of preparing the rod offers 
many palpable advantages, especially 
the elimination of kilns, baths, and 
baker, and the drying, beating and 
the also removes 
2 e great troubles of the wir 

industry, the objectionable drainage and 
offal water, and the unhealthy fumes 
of the sulphuric acid. All danger of 
over or under heating the rod is avoided 
by the uniform application of the elec- 
trical heat to all parts of the rod. This 
secures not only thorough cleaning and 
annealing, but, as the heating is from 
the core to the surface, instead of from 
the surface to the core, as in the appli- 
cation of external heat, the scale is 
not burned in, but drops naturally, and 
the oxidation is slight, and in the form 
of an easily-removed soft powder. 
Since it abolishes the acid-bath with its 
deteriorating effect on the rod. the pro- 
cess is especially valuable for the pro- 
duction of wire for cables. This prepa- 
ration of wire rod for drawing not only 
effects economy in time, labor, expense 
and space, but gives a greatly-improved 
product. 


ELECTRIC HAND LAMPS. 

The attempt of the manufacturers to 
turn out an electric hand lamp has not 
hitherto been attended with much suc- 
cess. The lamp, while fairly serviceable, 
has generally been unwieldy. A Vienna 
electrical engineer seems to have over- 
come the difficulty. His lamps are con- 
structed in the shape of bottles, opera 
glasses, clocks, or im imitation of any 
object whatever, but they all embody 


| the same principle, In the bottle-shaped 


lamps, the bottle-neck contains a 
small battery in which three pairs of 
Platinum and zinc elements of the 
smallest possible size are concealed. 
This battery is said to furnish a cur- 
rent of from four to five amperes at 


six volts. A minute incandescent lamp 


is connected to the poles of the bat- 


glass, the lower part of which is sil- 
vered, and acts as a reflector. The body 
of the bottle contains the reservoir, in 


which the battery solution is kept. As 


soon as the bottle is inclined so that 
the fluid reaches the battery, the cur- 
rent is generated, and the lamp glows 
with a brilliant light. No sooner is the 


bottle replaced in a vertical position 


than the light is extinguished. When 


the lamp is not in use there is no waste 


of material, and the, smallest sized bot- 
tle will furnish a continuous light for 
about half an hour,

The fluoroscope consists of a 
flaring box, curved at one end to fit over 
the forehead and eyes like a stereoscope 
The end of the box is closed by a paste- 
board cover, on the inside of which is 
spread a layer of tungstate of calcium, 
which material Edison reports he has 
found to possess six times the fluores- 
cing power, under the influence of the 
X rays, of the barium platino-cyanide 
used with the cryptoscope. Without a 
vivid fluorescence of the substance 
the object to be seen, such an instru- 
ment as this would be of little real 
service. The amount of experimenta-

Even this incident 
gives but a faint idea of the laborious 
investigation which is often necessary © 
before a scientific toy can be made of 
real service to mankind. 


LIGHTING JUTE MILLS IN IND 


The electric light has afforded a very 
satisfactory solution of a difficulty that 
presented itself in the Bengal jute mills, 
An increased product was required, 
but many of the mills were already © 
worked to their full capacity. The 
habits of the natives, consequent onthe 
great heat during nine months of the 
year, their weaker constitution, thé dis- 
tance in some ‘cases of their dwellings, 
and their love of bathing, led them to 
prefer laboring in what may be de- 
scribed as alternating shifts, so that 
they might work at two different parts 
of the day with a pretty long interval 
between. Until recently the engines: 
started at daylight in he morning and 
ran till sunset—5:30 in winter and 7 in 
summer. Artificial lighting by either oil 
or gas would have been considered ob- 
jectionable on account alike of the risks 
of fire, the fumes, and the heat ft 
occurred to the proprietors of one mill 
that by running night and day, with 
the electric light, they could nearly 
double the production from the same . 
machinery. The electric light was put 
in, and the plan worked so well that ia 
many other mills have followed suit. 
establishing a minimum daily schedule N 
of fourteen hours. The coolie is cleanly 
both by inclination and religious ob- 
servance, and he loves to bathe daily.

Some of these provis- 
ions, or all of them, have been putin 
bills and gaa og into various Stat 
legislatures. wheelmen are de- 
manding as a ent” that their bicycles 
should be carried free. 

Consider a little this point of rights. 
What right has a bicycle to free car 
riage by rail? Riding on horseback is 
a noble pastime. Its moral, mental and 
physical effects are almost as valuable 
as those of bicycle riding. Why should 
not a man have a saddle horse carried 
free as a matter of right? Or why not 
his dog? In England very complete ar- 
rangements exist for carrying horses 
and dogs on passenger trains, but one 
must pay for this accommdation, and 
we never heard any one claim the 


right to have horses or dogs carried free 


art of his personal baggage. Many 
a a thrifty resident in the suburbs likes 
to market in town, and why should not 
his market hamper be checked back and 
forth as personal baggage. Surely there 
is as much justice in this as in check- 
ing a bicycle? It is a much less troub- 
lesome package to take care of. A more 
accurate analogy would be between a 
bicycle and a carriage. One might ask 
to have his carriage checked as per- 


sonal baggage with quite as good legal 


ground, for the courts have time and 
again decided that the bicycle is a ve- 
hicle, with all the rights and obliga- 
tions on the road of a vehicle. 

In fact, there are no “rights” in the 
matter. It is a mere question of policy 
on the part of the railroad companies. 
Any law that attempts to compel them 
to carry bicleles f would, without 
doubt, be unconstitutional. If they did 
not choose to contest it that would be- 
another matter of policy. 

Would it be good policy for the rail- 
road companies to handle bicycles free 
and on the same terms as personal 
baggage? Would their net earnings be 
increased? That is. the only question 
to consider, and that must be decided 
by each railroad company for itself. No 
doubt: railroad travel is often promoted, 
and promoted to a somewhat important 
extent, by bicycle riding. A great many 
riders go or come one way by rail, or 
take a railroad journey to get to their 
starting point. e many other pleas- 
ant amusements which have grown up, 
and which in the last few years have 
come to be important, bicycling pro- 
motes a movement of people around the 
great towns, from which the railroads 
profit. Apparently, it is good pol- 
icy to encourage such a pastime. It Is 
certain, moreover, that the business of 
the express companies has been greatly > 
increased by the bicycle industry. 
Much the greater part of the finished . 
product of the bicycle shops goes by 
express, and there is a constant send-. 
ing back and forth of single wheels 
and of parts for repair. An important 
freight business has been created also 
in carrying the material for manufac- 
ture and lumber for crates. An esti- 
mate that seemed to have been made 
with considerable care, was published 
a few weeks ago to the effect that at 
the factory price the bicycles turned 
out in 1895 amounted to from thirty- 
five to forty million dollars. Of this 
large business the railroad compantes 
have naturally got their share. On the 
whole, therefore, the railroad compa- 
nies have considerable object m en- 
couraging the bicycle business, 

Moreover, it is always policy to please 
the residents along the line of railroad, 
and every railroad manager regrets to 
be obliged to displease his public. Peo- 
ple can be sure, as a rule, that any un- 
popular step taken by the modern rail- 
road manager has been very carefully 
considered and that there are gooa rea- 
sons for it. As a rule, it would be good 
policy to be liberal in the matter of 
carrying bicycles and to please the 

ublic by generous concefasionsy but it 

s easy to see that free carriage max 

lead to great and costly abuse, and 

that each railroad company must con- 
sider this matter with careful regard to 

its own situation.

A Chicago clergyman has given pub- 
lic notice that bicycles which are used 
to convey persons of either sex to ond 
from services at his church will be 
checked free of charge at the door, at, 
Sunday morning services. Why not? 
The bicycle is as legitimate and proper 
a conveyance as a carriage, and in cer- 
tain cases is far more convenient. 

Some question may arise as to the 
proper costume to be worn by bicyclists 
attending church services (éspeciaily 
female bicyclists), but such questions 
will eventually settle themselves. Con- 
siderations of safety, comfort, and con- 
venience demand that women awheel 
shall wear some form of bifurcated gar- 
ment, and people are fast becoming ac-

son why such a garb should not be 
worn to church, if oecasion demands. 
Nor is it conspicuously apparent why 


a woman wearing bloomers cannot im- 


bibe as much religious and moral in- 
struction as she could if dressed in 
skirts. The case might possibly be 
somewhat different as regards knicker- 


bockers and tights. The quantity of 


moral and religious instruction that 
could be injected into a given pair of 
“knicks,” for example, would doubtless 
depend to some extent upon the close- 
ness of the fit.

E. Lang, Second Artillery, had been 
made the victim of social ostracism and 
persecution because he married the 


daughter of an enlisted man. The dis- 


patches stated, with more or less partic- 
ularity, that Lieut. Lang was anxious to 
leave the service because of this alleged 
persecution, and that, in point of fact, 
he had been virtually driven out of the’ 
army by reason of the aforementioned 
It seems that the statements sent out 
in the dispatches were altogether mis- 
leading and wrong, so far as.they had 
reference to the cause of Lieut. Lang’s 
retirement. A personal letter was re- 
cently. published in the Bo&ton Globe, 
over the lieutenant’s own signature, 
which appears to set at rest all doubt 
in the premises. The Army and Navy 


Journal of March 28 republishes Lieut. 


Lang’s card, and from the latter pub- 
lication The Times copies it, as follows: 

“Owing to the newspaper notoriety 
in my case, it is but just to myself and 
the officers with whom I have been 
thrown in contact to make the follow- 
ing statement: My being ordered be- 
fore a retiring board has been without 
any action on my part, and is due 
solely to my failing health. While at 
the Military Academy, my eyes failed 
through overwork, which; with attend- 
ant worry, brought about considerable 
nervous trouble. Shortly after joining 
my post, my health failed, and after 
suffering nearly a year, I applied for. 
and received a leave of absence on ac- 
count of ill health. At the expiration 


of that leave, my health not having im- 


proved, I applied for an extension, 
which was granted, until January 10, 
1896. Upon the expiration of this leave 
I rejoined at Fort. Warren, and had 


been under medical observation for a 


period of a month, when it was recom- 
mended by the post surgeon and the 
commanding officer that I be ordered 
before a retiring board. Upon this rec- 
ommendation I have been ordered be- 


-fore the board, without any solicitation 


on my part whatever. My treatment, 


and that of my wife, at the hands of 


the officers and ladies of Fort Warren 

has been all that could be desired. 

They have extended every courtesy and 

kindness possible, and I and my wife 

shall leave with genuine regret, and 

N. always feel very grateful toward 
em.“

SOUND MONEY: 


REPUBLICANS AND DEMOORATS ON 
THE MONEY QUESTION. 


R. G. ‘Horr Replies to Perry Belmont, 
Showing How Easy it Would Be 
to Construct a Financial Plat- 
form Satisfactory to the Great 
Majority of Republicans. 


To the Editor of the New York Tri- 
bune—Sir: Tour correspondent; Mr. 
Horr, gives the “rider” placed by Con- 
gress upon the repeal of the Sherman 
law and declares it to be identical in 
scope and intention and largely in 
words’ with the recent Republican 
platform adopted in Ohio, and asks 
what objection we fault-finders“ with 
the McKinley platform can point out. 

‘The “rider” is in language substan- 
tially the Democratic platfarm of 1892, 
but does not apply to the conditions of 
1896. The question today is this, “Shall 
the treasury, until international free 
bimetallic coinage has come, coin any 
more silver?” How is that answered 
by the rider,“ which is as follows: 

“And it is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the United States to continue 
the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money, and to coin both gold 
and silver into money of equal intrinsic 
and exchangeable value, such equality 
to. be secured through international 
agreement, or by such safe-guards of 
legislation as will insure the mainten- 
ance of the parity in value of the colns 
of the two metals, and the equal power 
of every dollar at all times in the mar- 
kets and in the payment of debts, 


And it is hereby further declared that | 


the efforts of the government should 
be steadily directed to the establish- 
ment of such a safe system of bimetal- 
-Hsm as will maintain at all times the 
equal power of every dollar coined or 
issued by the United States in the mar- 
kets and in the payment of debts.” 
It is there declared that the **policy™ 
is to coin both gold and silver into 
money of equal intrinsic“ value. Who 
now proposes that, or intends it, or can 
do it, until international bimetallism 
shall put an ounce of gold on a world- 
wide mint parity of value? No possi- 
ble “safeguards” can be enacted by 
our legislation alone which could in- 
sure the maintenance of the parity in 
value” of our gold dollars and our sil- 
ver dollars in the markets of the world: 
I repeat that no one can define the 
„rider“ or the McKinley platform as 
applicable to the conditions of today. 
Congress cannot make treasury con- 
version into gold on demand of every 
silver dollar, silver certificate and 
greenback so certain that a want of 
confidence and another panic may not 
come any day as in 1893, if the coining 
of any more silver or. the emission of 
any more greenbacks are under the 
present. conditions permitted. And yet. 
Mekinley, Senator Allison and the Re- 
publicans do not say, and probably will 
not say, they are opposed to coin 
more silver till international free bi- 
metallic coinage shall have arrived.

That one principle honestly followed 
will solve this whole problem, and keep 
our national finances upon a sound and 
honest basis. 
has long heen voting and acting upon 


that principle. I mean the party as a 


whole. The immense majority of the 
present House of Representatives, all 
of them fresh from the people, have re- 
peatedly voted at this session in ac- 
cordance with that pivotal idea. It is 
the one principle which pervades every 
Republican State platform yet adopted 
this side of the arene Mountains. . 

It is no more clearly stated in the 
New York platform than it is ‘in that 
of Ohio, Minnesota and South Dakota. 
That declaration will be the keynote of 
the platform at St. Louis, for the simple 
reason that it is sound Republican doc- 
trine and safe financial legislation.

NEW TARIFFS AGREED ON 
EAST-BOUND. FREIGHT. 


Canadian Pacifie Reduced Through 
Passenger Rates to Australia. 
Dispute Over Divistons—To Buy 
the Frisco Road from the 
Santa Fe. 


An Associated Press dispaten from 
San Francisco says the Transcontinen- 
tal Freight Rate-Committee, which has 
been in session in Milwaukee for sev- 
eral days, has concluded its labors and 
adjourned, According to advices re- 
ceived today by William Sproule, as- 
sistant general freight agent of the 
Southern, Pacific Company, the repre- 
sentatives of the Transcontinental lines 
accomplished a great deal in the way 
of readjusting freight rates, and a new 
tariff will be issued in a few days, pro- 
viding for a number of important 
changes in both ‘east and west-bound 
rates. Mr. Sproule said that the new 
tariffs would be published as effective 
May 1, No word has been received as 
yet concernig the changes to be made 
in west-bound ‘rates, but advices re- 
ceivéd by Mr. Sproule show the changes 
in east-bound rates on all the principal 
commodities affected. The new east- 
bound rates established, affect only 
shipments from California terminals to 
the Atlantic seaboard. The most im- 
portant of the many changes are as 
follows: California wine, in wood, car- 
loads, released, twelve tons minimum, 
75 cents per 100 pounds.

LIVING DEFENDERS OF THE 
GREAT REPUBLIC. 


+ Offeers Residing on the Pacific 
«Coast Bverrinteresting Litera- 
ture of the War. | 


The Overland Monthly is recognized 
by its many readers as the possessor 
of a distinctively Californian atmos- 
phere, and most of the literature which.

GOOD ROADS IN FRESNO. 


Is Los Angeles going to let all the 
other counties get ahead of it in the 
construction of good roads? The Su- 
pervisors of Fresno county are con- 
structing the first road ever made in 
that county upon strictly scientific 

rinciples Of late much interest has 

en taken in the subject of road-mak- 
ing by the people of that country, and 
the present undertaking is the result. 

The enterprise is thus described in, a 
atch from Fresno to the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle: 

“The road is eight miles in length, ex- 
tending due east from this city, and 
passes the County Hospital, the fair 
grounds, the Fresno, Eisen, St. George, 
Butler, and other large vine- 
yards. 

“There has been a road along that 
line for a quarter of a Gentury, but the 
old road is now undergoing a great 
transformation, It was plowed up, the 
high places scraped, low places ‘filled, 
and portions liable to become muddy in 
winter filled in with sand. The road 
is as straight as an arrow, and as level 
as a floor. After being graded to the 
proper form, it is hardened by a 20,000- 
pound roller. A small ditch is made 


from, neighboring canals. A sprinkling 
machine, made especially for the pur- 


and throws it in a shower over the 
road. One team can sprinkle from 
twenty to twenty-five miles of road a 
day by this process. The machine is 
placed on a wagon and is driven as fast 
as the team can walk. The road will 
be kept damp during the summer: A

MUSHROOM-GROWING. The Cali- 
ornia Cultivator publishes an excellent 
Synopsis of a bulletin issued by the 
Agricultural Department, Washington, 
on mushrooms and musroom-growing. 
As the climate of Los Angeles county is 
admirably adapted to the propogation 
of this valuable edible, some excerpts 
are here given: 

It needs a rather cool temperature, 
moist soil, and one exceedingly rich in 
decomposing organic matter. Doubt- 
less it must derive its large quantity 
of nitrogen from the atmosphere in some 
way, for a soll rich in nitrogen does not 
seem to be especially needed for it. 

The soil is made of one part of rich 
loam, and two parts of rich horse man- 
ure, well mixed together, and 
into a solid bed by hard packing, some- 
what in this form: 

The bed is left to ferment and heat, 
which it will do up to 100 deg. or more. 
After this heat has subsided, which 
will be in ten days or two weeks, the 
spawn is planted three inches below 
the surface, and nine inches apart all 
over the bed. The bed is then covered 
with a layer of fine’ soil two inches 
thick, and then with cut straw three 
inches thick. In two or three weeks 
the small mushrooms—liké gray but- 
tons—will appear all over the bed. 
These are used for pickling and the ma- 
ture ones, which are three or four inches 
in diameter, are eaten. The best way 
of using them is to broil them, laying 
the top down, so that the rich liquid 
is saved by absorption by the gills. A 
little salt is sprinkled over the mush- 
rooms as they lie on the broiler. The 
flavor is delicious, and they are exceed - 
ingly nutritious. It is a frequent prac- 
tice with cooks to serve the smaller 
mushrooms broiled with beefsteak, and 
they are certainly an excellent addi- 
tion to such a dish.

when it is raked over, a topdressmg of 
rich soil is given, and it is covered as 
before, when a second crop may be 
grown. In watering the beds to keep 
the soil moist, which is necessary, only 
warm water is to be used. As mush-

IRON AND STEEL. Speaking of the 
large iron and steel industries of the 
Southern States, the New York Sun 
says: “Representatives of all the larger 
iron-producing interests in the Birming- 
ham district, at a conference lately 
held in this city, signed a memoran- 
dum of an agreement for the establish- 
ment of a joint selling agency. .The 
Tennessee Coal and Iron and the Sloss 
companies have been working in har- 
mony for several months, and now they 
have been joined by the Thomas and 


the Woodward, companies, which are 


also large producers of iron in Birm- 
ingham. Under the new arrangement 
practically all of the iron produced in 
and about Birmingham will be sold 
through a single commissioner. It is 
learned that all the money required to 
erect the $1,000,000 steel plant at Birm- 
ingham has virtually been pledged by 
capitalists interested in the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron and the Sloss companies 
and in the Southern and the Louisville 
and Nashville railroads. The erection 
of this mill, the first of its kind in the 
Birmingham district, will be begun at 
once, It will manufacture rails and all 
forms of merchant steel, and as all the 
materials used are produced in the 
neighborheod, it is estimated that the 


products of the mill cannot be under- |’ 


sold throughout the South. The. mill 
will obviously give a decided im- 
petus to industrial activity in 
Birmingham. The decision to es- 
tablish a steel plant at Birming- 
ham is the outcome of a discovery re- 
cently made that low silicon iron, well 
suited for steel making by the open- 
hearth basic process, can be produced 
from ordinary red Alabama ores. Large 
orders for this iron, which is now be- 
ing made at the Alicé furnaces in 
Birmingham, have been received: from 
the Carnegie and the Illinois Steel com-

SEEKS A NEW PATH ON 
THE DESERT. 


SANTA FE 


A Surveying Party Which Seems to 
Be on an Important Mission. 
Billy Carlison’s Latest Fiasco. 
Equal Suffrage—Rhizsobius Ven- 
tralis—Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 16.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) In regard to the 
surveying party recently sent out from 
this city to the desert, the Times-Index 
this evening says: 

“The surveys now being made from 
Victor and Oro Grande and extending in 
an easterly direction have at last been 
traced to a reliable head, and there can 
no longer be any doubt but that the 
new surveys are for the Santa Fé, and 


that there is everything to indicate that 


it is not a preliminary, but a working 
survey. Whatever else is mysterious in 
connection with the matter two things 
are now definitely known, While 
Vaughn was in:this city he was in con- 
sultation with Fred Perris, chief engi- 
neer of the Southern California, and he 
was supplied with Santa Fé money in 
the shape of pay checks drawn by that 
corporation. This ought to settle the 
question beyond doubt. 

„As pointed out in Tuesday’s Times- 
Index, the Santa Fé must build from 
the Southern California road to the 
Colorado River, or the latter road will 
be cut from the system. The Atlantic 
and Pacific extending from Albuquerque 
to the Needles will be sold under execu- 
tion in July. That sale will, of course, 
be the end of that corporation, and the 
Southern Pacific will take back the line 
from the Needles to Mojave, now oper- 
ated by the Atlantic and Pacific under 
a lease. It, therefore, becomes abso- 
lutely necessary for the Santa Fé to 
build from Barstow or some point south 
of there to the Needles. 

„It is also learned that the Santa Fé 
already has a number of preliminary 
surveys through the territory indicated, 
and the party which Vaughn has taken 
out is much larger than that needed 
for preliminary survey, so the infefence 
is plain that the present is an actual 
working survey, and that Vaughn and 
his surveyors are now running the lines 
and setting the grade stakes for the 
road which shall connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific at the Needles with the 
Southern California. 

“As evidence of the size of Vaughn’s 


party, five good-sized tents and twenty- | 


five canteens were purchased here, and 
the quantity of supplies shipped to Vic- 
tor would f a party numbering a 
dozen or more.

as the one and only known remedy. I 
believe the day will come when science 
will use it very much more largely than 
it does now in the treatment of many 
of the every-day ailments. Impure 
blood means gout, rheumatism, ‘skin 
diseases, rickets and other troubles, 
As it fs proved that fruit will purify 
and improve the quality of the blood, 
it must follow that fruit is both food 
and medicine combined, In fevers I 
use grapes and strawberries, giving 
them to my patients in small but fre- 
quent doses—oranges and baked apples 
if the others are not obtainable. For 
rheumatism plenty of lemons are in- 
valuable. White giris, with miserable, 
pallid complexions, want a quart of 
strawberries a day where these are not 
obtainable, bananas, which contain 
much iron, are a good substitute. Prob- 
ably of all fruits the apple stands un- 
rivaled for general purposes in the 
household either raw or cooked it can 
be taken by nearly everybody, and it 
contains similar properties to the other 
more delicate fruits. To my mind the 
pear is more easily digested than the 
apple, and for eating uncooked is su- 
perior to it. Dried fruits should be 
used when green cannot be obtained. 
If soaked for a few hours before cook- 
ing they make a capital substitute for 
fresh fruits, and they come cheaper to 
the consumer, | 

For preserving fruit I look upon bot- 


the various preservatives made from 
them, but simply by protecting it after 
cooking from the fermentative germs 
in the atmosphere. It keeps for years, 
turns out even more palatable than 
green fruit, is equally digestible, and 
contains all the virtues of freshly- 
cooked fruit. Canned fruit is not so 
good; the acid of the fruit dissolves up 
tin and lead from the tin, and I have 
seen very serious cases of illness as a 
result. Besides, fruit should be sold 
much cheaper in bottles than in tins, 
as ne bottle can be returned and used

MODELING IN CLAY. . 


How Sculptors Prepare Their Dif- 
ficult Work. 


(The Architect:) Modelling in clay is 
completely a pactical art. e tools, 
called modelling ‘tools, are made of 
wood and wire, but no tool is more use 
ful than the finger; indeed, tools have 
been invented as mere aids to the fine 
gers, and are designed only to do. what 
they cannot rform. Wire tools are 
the most useful, being fashioned into 
loops of various shapes and sizes, round 
and angular, and fixed into wooden 
handles. The wire is sometimes notched 
or indented; to give a rough surface to 
the clay. The wooden tools are made of 
box or ebony, of various shapes ang 
sizes—curved and straight, pointed, 
rounded and flat and broad—the broas 
tools being notched, and designe 
chiefly for working the large convex 
masses or large folds in drapery. Ip 
modeling a bust, especially the features, 
great nicety is required, and the mode 
eler must be particularly careful not te 
injure what is already done, by retouche 
ing with the tool while clay is adhering 
to it, or he may risk the complete dee 
struction of his work. . 

The clay used is common potter 
clay, but should be of the best quality, 
It must be so wet that it will not stand 
in a mass much higher than its own 
width without support. The supports 
for the clay are a most important con- 
sideration, for, if not properly attended 
to, the finished work, the fruit of months 
of labor, might suddenly fall to pi 
by its own weight. . | :

This contract, dated July 20, 1868, has 
affixed to it, the signatures of C. Agui- 
lar as Mayor, for the city, and John 8. 
Griffin, P. Beaudry and Solomon Laz- 
ard, representing the water company. 
On April 19, 1870, this franchise, for 
such it was, was. transferred to the 
‘present Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany. 

After describing the remarkable 
| crease of population, homes, and pub- 
lic buildings, the water company de- 
clares: “That in ordér to perform the 
contract on the part of the said Los An- 
geles City Water Company, and es- 


vided for in the contract, as fast as the 


be supplied with water for domestic

This state- 
ment in the bill of complaint is, with 
the others that are made, incidental to 
the’ establishing of the fact that the 
water rates charged by the company 
are only commensurate with the ex- 
ceedingly large sums of money er- 
pended by the corporation in supplying 
the city with water in accordance with 
the contract made in 1868. 

The second large item of expense 
‘incurred by the company was the 
procuring of sufficient water for its 
needs. Limited by the contract re- 
ferred to from taking more than ten 
inches from the Los Angeles river, 
other sources of supply had to be 
found. This. was accomplished in part 
by the purchase “at immense outlays 
of money,” of the “Beaudry system of 
water works,” the Hast Side Spring 
Water Company and various water 
rights in the Arroyo Seco; all these 
purchases being made in 1869. 

Following this, the Los Angeles City 
Water Company secured title to a 
part of the Los Feliz ranch, called the 
Crystal Springs tract. A ditch was 


cut to divert the water of the tract 
to the conduits of the company. The 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
ar wh was then organized 9215 the land

Water Company cites the position of 
the State Constitution, adopted in 1879, 
bearing on this pons which section is 
here given: 

The use of all water now appropri- 
ated or that may hereafter be appro- 


priated for sale, rental or distribution | 


is hereby declared to be a public use, 
and subject to the regulation and con- 
trol of the State, in the manner to be 
prescribed by law; provided that the 
rates or compensation to be collected 
by any person, company or corporation 
in this State for the use of water sup- 
plied to any city or county shall. be 
fixed annually by the board of super-. 
visors .... or other governing: 
body of city or county by ordinance or 
otherwise . and shall continue 
in force for one year and no longer. 
Such ordinances or resolutions shall be 
passed in the month of February of 
each year arid take effect on the. first. 
day of July thereafter. 
person, company or corporation collect- 
ing water rates in any city and county 
or city or town in this State otherwise 
than as so established shall forfeit the 
franchise and waterworks of such per- 
son, company or corporation to the city 
and county or city and town where the 
same are collected for the public use.” 
Under thts authority, the State Legis- 
lature, in 1881, passed an act to enable 
the governing bodies of cities or 
counties to procure from ‘water com- 
panies such data as would assist these 
bodies in deciding upon à proper rate 
to be charged consumers for water. 
And the act further provided that “any 
person . charging or attempt- 
to collect from the persons . . 
using water any sum in excess of the 
rate fixed as before designated, shall, 
upon the complaint of such legislative 


bodies, or of any water-rate payer, and 


upon conviction before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, forfeit the 
franchise and waterworks of such per- 
son or company to the city wherein the 
said water is furnished and used.” | 
The company claims that at the 
time of the grant of the franchise to 
the said Griffin, Beaudry and Lazard 
. there was no law of the State 
ot California attaching or attempting 
to attach, to an overcharge for water 
rates the penalty of the forfeiture o 
the property of said company, and n 
such condition or Hmftation was con- 
tained in the grant of the franchise té 
the assignors of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, nor did any such con- 
dition for the defeating of the 
title to the property in such fran‘ 
chise at Waters or forfeiting the 
same to the mynieipality, ever exist 


prior to the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion aforesaid,”’ 


The company continues this argument 
by deciaring that the said provisions 
of the Constitution of the State of Cal- 
ifornia attempting to confer’upon the 
legislative body of the city of Los An- 
geles the power to regulate the rates 
to be charged by the Los Angeles City 
to authorize 
them to make such regulations as to fix 
a rate lower than that charged at the 
time mentioned in the said contract, 
implies the obligation of the contract 
made between the eity of Los Angeles 
and the assignors of the Los Angeles 

ater Company. and is in vio- 
lation of that provision of the consti- 
tution of the United States prohibiting 
any State from passing any law im- 
pairing the oblag of contracts, and 
the provisions of the skid constitution

and acts of the aforesaid, 


are all in violation of the said provi- 
sions of the Constitution of the United 
States, and are also in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States prohibiting 
any State from depriving any person 
of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, and prohibiting the 
said States from denying to any per- 
son within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.“ 

It is claimed that the attempt to 
create a condition which would defeat 
the company’s title to its f chise 
and properties, which condition did not 
exist at the time this franchise was 
granted to the company’s assignors, 
is an attempt to deprive the water com- 
pany of its property without due pro- 
cess of law. 

Referring to the ordinance adopted 
by the City Council February 24, 1896, 
reducing the rates charged by the com- 
pany, the complaint says that under 
the provisions of this ordinance and 
the rates therein fixed, its revenues will 
be reduced more than 40 per cent. below 
the amount of the rates it would re- 
ceive under the rates of 1868, and slats 
that its ability to make the necessary 
extension and improvements to meet 


the wants of the city of Los Angeles 


will be greatly impaired, and the 
amount of rent which the Crystal 
Springs “Land and Water Company 
would receive will be 40 per cent. less 
than it is entitled to receive, and the 


company’s ability to pay its interest 


on the outstanding bonds, and maintain 
the operating expenses, repairs and im- 
provements necessary for compliance 
with the contract made between the 
city and its assignors will be greatly 
impaired, and the company will not 
only be deprived of the revenues it 
should receive, but will be unable to 
carry on its business and to properly 


perform the contract before set forth.. : 


It is the belief of the company as set 
forth in its bill of complaint, that if, 
when the ordinance adopted last Friday 


the water company should attempt to 
charge more than the rate 80 fixed, 


the city of Los Angeles would claim. 


— — the property was forfeited to the 
Cc ty. 
Therefore the company petitions the 
court to compel the city to make answer 
to the allegations of the complaint, and 
asks that upon the final hearing of the 
case, the ordinance adopted by the 

Council February 24, be declared null 
and void. and in vie'ation of the con- 
tract made between the city and the as- 
signors of ‘the company in 1868.
